of her underclothes is made to fit her. She would never think of accept- 
ing a garment which fitted around the shoulders, but which bulged In the 
waist and hung In wrinkles about the hips.

The charge against George Noriis 


of the Columbus Detective department, 
was dismissed by Judge Seward Tues- 
day morning because ot the tailuie ot 
the prosecuting witness to appear at 
the hour set for trial. 


J. P. Harrigan, the prosecuting wit- 


ness, -who filed the 
affidavit 
against 


Morris, has not been seen 111 the city 
for several days, since m fact an •affi- 
davit of lunacy was filed against him 


With Mr. Norris, when he appeared 


for trial was Captain O H Dyer of 
the secret service department of Col- 
umbus, and Will D. Hams, manager 
of Buckeye Lake Park, amid numer- 
ous other witnesses who were to have 
testified in behalf of Mi Xorris. 


Regarding the charge, Mr 
Hariis 


stated to the Advocate that it was 
ridiculous in the 
extreme as every 


minute of Norris' time could be ac- 
counted for during the time he is al- 
leged to have sold the liquor 


At the hour Harrigan says the sale 


took place, Norris was with Mr. Har- 
ris and had been for several hours and 
spent most of the evening with him 


Mr Norris stated that 
the 
re-poit 


which was given considerable pubhci- 
ty that he had trouble with Harrigan 
and engaged in a flght with him was 
false. He said that It was through his 
efforts that Harrigan secured his p6- 
sition, as policeman at the lake and it 
was through Norris tint he retained 
it as long as he did as Norris inter- 
ceded in his behalf when Harrigan 
was about to be dismissed from the 
service. 


•Captain Dyer, in a statement to the 


Advocate said that the record of Mr. 
Norris during his connection with the 
Columbus secret service 
department 


was beyond criticism. He said that he 
was not addicted to the intemperate 
use of liquor and that his conduct was 
above reproach in the many years tBat 
he had been in the service. 


Mr. Norris has been subjected to a 


great deal of unpleasant noteriety as 
a result of the action of. a man who 
was irresponsible and it was his flope 
that the ease would be tried so that 
he would be amply vindicated. 


Several Columbus 
newspapers sent 


special representatives here to report 
the case and the entire party was 
sorelv 
disappointed to have it dis- 


missed without giving the defendant 
an opportunity to prove his innocence 
publicly.

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Conservation Through Domestic Science 


TUf UCH has been said durli... the past flve 
•*•*• years on the conservation of our nat- 
•ral resources. These discussions have dealt 
Chiefly with the phases which have to do with 
•nines, forests and water powers. 
We have 


been told how to preserve our forests, how to 
prevent private concerns fiom monopolizing 
•ur mineral lands, and how to retain our 
water power sites so that the public will get 
pome benefit 
from 
them. 
Statesmen and 


politicians, big and 
little, have \ led w i t h 


e*ch other In proclaiming methods of, pro- 
cedure. 


At the same time we have been told how 


to conserve our soil and how to produce 
larger crops. 
We have been taught how to 


make twenty Inches of rainfall do the work 
of thirty. We are learning to grow four ears 
of corn where we formerly grew two. Little 
has been said. howe\ er, on the subject of 
conserving our crops after they have been 
produced. 
Agriculturists are teaching us to 


feed our crops in more suitable lations, and 
to better animals. 
Thus nutrition studies in 


animal husbandry have given us 
feeding 


standards, and experience has taught us that 
«00 bushels of grain fed to well-bred stock 
will produce more milk, beef or pork than 500 
bushels fed to scrub stock. 
But feeding ani- 


mals is only a step in the preparation of food 
for man. 


In the final preparation little has been 


eald, "We seldom hear of how nine pounds of 
flour can be made to take the place of ten 
or how to get the most out of meats. Atwater 
of the United States Department of Agri- 
culture, In Farmers' Bulletin, states on the 
question of waste of foods: "More food is 
eaten than can be properly utili/ed by the 
body: more 
food Is served 
than can 
be 


eaten." 
Again, he says: "In dietary studies 


conducted In a students' club in an eastern 


college It was found that 10 to 14 per cent 
of the nutritive value of the materials pur- 
chased was thrown away as kitchen or table 
waste, and yet the members were trying to 
live as economically as was consistent with 
comfort." 
Other studies gave waste In pri- 


vate families from none to 10 per cent, and 
in public institutions as high as 25 per cent. 
Jf the abUYe wastes are universally true, and 
there is no reason to doubt but that they 
are. there Is an enormous amount of our 
crops thrown away. 


If 10 per cent is wasted, the total annual 


consumption of food is wasted every ten 
vears. 
If 25 per cent, then once in four 


| years. It is probably a conservative estimate 


to say that on the average at least 4 per 
cent of the materials used as food is wasted 
through the methods named by Atwater. 
This means that an amount equal to that 
consumed each year Is wasted every twenty- 
five years. If we consider just the consump- 
tion of wheat alone, the loss runs Into the 


I millions. We raise about SOO.000.000 bushels 


annually in the t'nited States and consume 
about one-half of it. 
At $1 per bushel this 


means $-100,000,000 in twenty-rive years, or 
J16.000.000 por year. 
This is for one Item 


only. 
When we consider the many other 


food materials that enter into the diet of the 
average family, the loss will amount to. an 
enormous sum. 


This great waste could be largely elim- 


inated. Atwater states that with some fam- 
ilies there is practically none. It Is a ques- 
tion of the proper preparing, serving and 
eating. 
Domestic science schools offer the 


best solution for eliminating the loss. 
The 


amounts saved would in a few years support 
such a school in every county. When states- 
men, writers and agriculturists emphasize 
this phase of conservation, a large saving in 
the nation's products will result.—By John

Missouri Chief Josephine

ISSOURI CHIEF JOSEPHINE, a Hol- 


steln Friesian, owned by tho Univers- 


ity of Missouri, last year established a world's 
record for milk production. During the win- 
ter she was carried over the lines of three 
railroads operating In Missouri and visited 
by 90,000 farmers. 
During tha six months 


ending July 17, 1910, this remarkable animal 
produced 17,008.8 pounds of milk, or 46.7 
quarts every day for 1S2 days; the butter fat 
averaged 3.6 per cent. At the current retail 
price of milk, 7 cents a quart, the gross in- 
come from the sals for such a quantity would 
be $3.26.9 per fiay. or at the rate of J1.19S a 
year.

HARROW AS YOU PLOW 
F 


ARMERS have come to '-arn that the 


only way to prepare the soil Is to let the 


harrow follow the plow as closely as possible. 
In common practice the good farmer plows 
only so much during the early part of the 
day as he can harrow before quitting time 
at night 


Manufacturers have devised an attach- 


ment to the plow which enables one to plow 
and harrow as he goes. The harrow is a 
rotary attachment and can be hitched on to 
any sulky or gang plow. The manufactur- 
ers claim that it takes no extra power to 
operate It, and It does the work of an extra 
team and man, thus saving operating ex- 
penses. 


Gasoline Engine for the Farm 
T 


HK gasoline engine !• mo securely estab- 


lished in popular favor. It b*» become 


•uch an eueutlal part of the equipment of 
the modern farm, that the question presented 
to the dealer is no longer whether he shall 
handle an engine or not, but what engine 
shall he handle. •*?• the Implement Age. Not 
so very long ago manufacturers of engines 
found no little difficulty in inducing dealer* 
to accept a gasoline engine agency. Thle was 
duo largely to the fact that few dealers knew 
anything about either the theory, or the 
practice of internal combustion. 


Another reason for their difference was 


to l»3 found in the doubt existing in the 
minds of farmers as to whether the ga«o- 
Hne engine was the best source of power for 
farm application. 
Of the two. the farmer 


was enlightened the 
earlier. 
Thla 
was 


brought about by the efforts put forth by 
manufacturers to educate and to develop a 
demand. 
Largely this was done directly. 


The disinclination of the dealer to assume 
an agency responsibility forced the manu- 
facturer to go direct, with the result that 
the farmer was clamoring for the means 
of applying this new source of power before 
the dealer was ready to supply it. 


The gasoline engine, in its many adapta- 


tions from automobile to tractor, and from 
email stationary users to large sources of 
power, is the future power upon the farm. 
That dealer who will make the closest and 
most comprehensive study of the needs of 
his neighborhood, and who will select his 
engine line to meet these conditions, and 
who succeeds in approximating most nearly 
to the right In both Instances, will be most 
likely to build a permanent and profitable 
trade. 
The value of a gasoline engine depends 


entirely upon the amount of work It will do. 
A cheap engine with the equipment to run 
the pump, cream separator, washing ma- 
chine, churn, etc.. is worth more to the 
farmer than a high-grade engine without the 
equipment to do this work.

These figures show that an equipment 


that enables him to run the cream separator 
•with his engine adds 60 per cent to the value 
of the engine to him. 


While a governor pulley may be placed 


on the engine shaft, belting direct from the 
same to the ten or twelve-inch pulley on the 
crank shaft of the cream separator, it 1* 
better to use it on a line shaft or counter- 
shaft, as by doing so the vibration of the en- 
gine that will affect the work of the sepa- 
rator when belting direct from engine to 
separator is entirely done away with. 


The cream separator should be started 


slowly and gradually drawn up to the re- 
quired speed where It should be run. 
The 


stead'er It Is run the better work it will do. 
To do this it is necessary to use a governor 
pulley between the engine and separator. 
A cream separator run with a gas engine in 
this way is run mere evenly than can be done 
by hand. As few farmers need the exercise 
of turning their separators ty hand, they 
want to use their gas engines for this work, 
and the dealer who is posted on Just what the 
farmer's requirements are, and is prepared 
to advise his customer wisely on how to con- 
nect up to the different machines that h« 
wants to run, will have a great advantage 
in selling engines over the dealer who 1» 
unfamiliar with the equipment needed. 


PREFER BETTER CARPETS 
I 


NGRAIN carpets are 
no 
longer 
good 


enough for the average American house- 


hold. 
Only rugs and heavy Wiltons and 


Brussels carpets will now do. 
The rapid 


growth of luxury in this direction is rather 
strikingly shown in the census statistics of 
the carpet and rug manufacture just pub- 
lished, the Springfield 
(Mass.) 
Republican 


remarks. 
Thus the production of three-ply 


Ingrain carpeting decreased from 
3.223.000 


square yards In 1S99 to 2,355.000 yards in 
1909. 
and the output of two-ply ingrain car- 


peting fell from 
36,698.000 square yards to 


20,869,000. 
In the same time production of 


Axminster and moquette carpeting increased 
from about 5,000.000 square yards to 7.470°.- 


• 600; of brussels from 2.6S6.000 to 3.352,000; 


of tapestry brussels from 
S.737.000 to 12,- 


431,000, and of Wilton, Wiltnn velvet and 
tapestry velvet from 
7,867,000 to 
9.S53.000 


square yards. 
But this only tells a small 


part of the story. The country is preferring 
rugs even to fine carpets. 
About as much 


Boor space is now carpeted over as in 1S99, 
and with finer carpets. 
But the amount of 


additional floor space given to rugs in the 
last ten years is evidently enormous. Thus

BLUEBERRY CULTURE 


B 


ULLETIN 193 of the bureau of plant In- 


dustry, Just Issued by the United Slates 


Department of Agriculture, suggests the pos- 
sibility of using the naturally acid lands l h a t 
occupy extensive areas in the eastern United 
States to produce blueberries. 


The department has found by experiment 


how blueberries differ from ordinary plants. 
In their methods of nutrition and 
iti their 


soil 
requirements and 
by means 
of this 


know-ledge it has worked out a system of 
pit culture under which these plants attain 
a development beyond all previous expecta- 
tions. The failure heretofore of attempts to 
cultivate blueberries commercially as a mar- 
ket appears to be due to a misunderstanding 
of the soil requirements of the plants. 


It is believed that people would gladly 


pay a higher prlco for cultivated blueberries 
of superior quality. 
A marked distinction 


should be made in market quotations between 
the largo plump blueberry (genus vacclmum), 
whose seeds are so small as to be almost un- 
noticed when the are eaten, and the huckle- 
berry (genus gaylussacia), in which the seed 
IK surrounded by a bony covering like a min- 
ute pit, which crackles between the teeth. 
The 
failure 
to make this 
distinction 
in 


nomenclature and the unsightly condition in 
which careless handling often presents the 
berries to tho buyer are the cause of much 
of the failure of southern markets to appre- 
ciate thR blueberry at its real value. 


As the blueberry withstands the rough 


treatment Incident to shipment murh better 
than most other berries with proper han- 
dling It should always reach the market In 
first-class Condition, whether shipped from 
North Carolina to Boston in early June or 
Nova Scotia to Washington in late Septem- 
ber, making tho blueberry season cover a 
period of nearly four months. 


To those desiring to experiment with field 


Culture of tho swamp blueberry, whether 
(with wild plants, seedlings or plants grown 
from cuttings, two methods of treatment 
are suggested, b&th deduced from the ex- 
periments already made. 
The first method, 


suited to upland soils. Is to set the plants 
In trenches or sopnrat* holes in well-rotted 
kent nt least a foot In depth, nnrt mulch the 
•urfa.ee well either with leaves or with clean 
^•nd. 


The excavations should provide ample 


•pace for now growth of the. roots, and the 
peat used may be either of tho bog or up- 


type and should have been rotted for 


months before using. The soil should 


afford good drainage, the ideal condition of 
the peat about the roots of the plant being 
one of continued moisture during the growing 
season, but with all the free water draining 
readily so that thorough aeration of the mass 
of peat is assured. 


The second method of field culture s"^- 


gested is to set the plants in a peat t>os 
after the bog has been drained, turfed and 
deeply mulched with sand, just as for cran- 
beri^v culture, except that no special provi- 
sion need be made for rapid flooding of the 
hog for winter, and the ground water of the 
bog might be kept a little lower than Is usual 
w i t h cranberries. 
Before beginning the work 


those experiments should be carefully studied 
bv anyone proposing to undertake the cul- 
ture of blueberries. 


A BOUT SEED POTATOES 


f IKE begets like, to a greater or less de- 
••-^ 
gree. 
When a farmer is looking for 


seed corn, he does not pick out the nubbins, 
but the best ears, the nearest, in his estima- 
tion, to type that he can find. If all grow- 
ers of potatoes would emulate the successful 
corn grower and give the same careful at- 
tention to the selection of seed, the average 
yield to the acre would soon be increased a 
hundred fold. 
Seed potatoes should be se- 


lected In the fall at digging time. By select- 
ing your seed direct from the field you can 
pick out the best individual tubers, those 
truest to type, and from the most product!/e 
hills. 
This method of selecting the most 


desirable individual tubers from the best type 
of hills is the ideal way. 


Potatoes are greatly influenced by envir- 


onment, and every grower, especially if he 
is growing potatoes extensively, should de- 
termine by actual tests of desirable varieties 
the one best suited to the particular soil on 
ivhich the crop Is to be grown. 


If a grower wishes to use commercial fer- 


tilizers on his crop he should study his soil 
and learn its needs, to be able to apply the 
proper amount of plant food required at the 
lowest possible cost. The yield of a var'oty 
is increased and improved most rapidly by 
the hill method of selection, where one pie^e 
of seed to the hill is used. 
By a careful 


and 
intelligent selection for a number of 


ye.irs, the standard of the entire cro,, may 
be Improved so as to compare favoraoiv with 
the best hills first selected. 
A tuber has a 


tendency to reproduce the characteristics of 
those of the whole hill from which It came; 
therefore, do not select one fine-looking potato 
from a hill, the remaining tubers of v hich 
are culls or have undesirable qualities.

THE SOY BEAN 


\ *T1HE soy bean, also called the "soja bean," 


JL is a native of southeastern Asia, and has 
been extensively cultivated In Japan, China 
and India since ancient times. 
The beans 


i are there grown almost entirely for human 


I food. 
Their flavor, however, does not 
com- 


mend them to Caucasian appetites. 
As a 


forage crop, however, soy beans have be- 
come of increasing importance in psrts of 
the United States, 
especially 
southward. 


They have been tested at most of the agri- 
cultural experiment stations, and it Is clear 
that their region of maximum importance 
will be south of the red clover area and in 
sections where alfalfa cannot be grown suc- 
cessfully. 
They thus compete principally 


with cow peas, but as cultivation is usually 
required, they fill a somewhat different ag- 
ricultural need. 
Their culture has greatly 


increased in recent years, especially in Ten- 
nessee, North Carolina, Virginia, Maryland, 
Kentucky and the southern part of Illinois 
and Indiana. 
It seems certain that the crop 


•nil! become one of great importance In the 
regions mentioned, and probably over a much 
wider area. 
The earlier varieties mature 


even in Minnesota, Ontario and Massachu- 
setts. 


The soy bean is especially adapted to the 


cotton belt and northward into the southern 
part of the corn belt, but frequently do not 
make a sufficient yield to -warrant growing 
them. 
Farther south, where the later and 


larger varieties can be grown, the yield Is 
sufficient to make their extensive cultiva- 
tion very profitable. Generally speaking, the 
soy bean requires about the same, tempera- 
ture as corn. 
It is perhaps even 
better 


adapted to a warm climate and does not do 
well in a cool climate. 


The soil requirements of soy beans are 


much the same as those of corn. They will 
make a satisfactory growth on poorer soil 
than corn, provided Inoculation la present, 
but will not make nearly as good a growth 
on poor soil as cow peas. 
Soy beans make 


their best 
development 
on fairly 
fertile 


loams or clays. The Mammoth variety also 
succeeds well on sandy soils. On rich soils 
all varieties are apt to make a large plant 
growth and a comparatively small yield of 
seed, and on the poorer soils a small plant 
growth, with a relatively large seed yield. 


Soy beans do not require a well drained 


soil for their best development, although 
they will not grow in a soil where water 
stands for any considerable length of time. 
However, they are able to 
withstand a 


greater amount of moisture than either corn 
or cow pens. 


?oy Loans are also decidedly drought re- 


sistant, much more °o than row peas, and but 
for the depredations of rabbits would 
l>o a. 


valuable crop in the semi-arid wost. 
Rab- 


bits are 
exceedingly fond 
of the 
follnire 


and where they are numerous it Is nearly 
useless to plant soy brans unless the field can 
be inclosed with rabbit-proof fencing. 


The matter of variety is of .special im- 


portance in sny beans, as many growers 
havo been sorely disappointed in getting a 
small early -\arloty when thev 
de.sirod a 


larger and later sort.-—By Bureau of Plant 
Industry, United States Department of Agri- 
culture.

CHOOSE BULLET DEATH 
WHY do condemned murderers choose 


shooting in preference to hanging? 


Since the state of Utah passed a law giving 
convicts this choice, Arthur Pratt, warden of 
the Utah state prison, has not had one who 
•would go to the gallows. 
On one occasion a 


murderer refused to make a choice and the 
judge sentenced him to be hanged. 


Warden Pratt hss been touring California 


with Governor William Spry and party of 
Utah, '-j.v.s tii<_- fun ijif^o Lniuti. Pratt vvns 
•warden of the Utah penitentiary when it was 
a government prison, twenty-two year:, ago. 
Eight years ago he was appointed warden 
and since that time has made it one of the 
model prisons of the country. 


The recent legislature authorized the em- 


ployment of convict labor on state highways. 
As a result of this Utah will build a road 
from the state line of Idaho to the boundary 
of Arizona, a distance of 500 miles. As an 
experiment 100 convicts will first be worked 
on this improvement. 
As an 
inducement 


they w i l l receive a oonut, of practically one 
day off their sentence for each day's labor 
performed. • Warden Pratt hopes for the 
success of this experiment. 


"Utah has a law which allows a con- 


demned murderer to choose either hanging 
or shooting as a mode of dying," said War- 
den Pratt. "This work is done by the sher- 
iffs of each county, but in the penitentiary 
yard. So far we have not had a man who 
has chosen hanging. 
Once a murderer re- 


fused to make a choice and the judge sen- 
tenced him to be hanged. 
Shooting is the 


more humane. It is painless and instantane- 
ous. The condemned man is led to the prison 
yard, seated on a chair, and If he desires Is 
blindfolded. 
Kive men armed with rifles are 


then marched to within ten paces of the 
man. 
Four of the rifles contain ball cart- 


ridges. The fifth has a blank shell. A tar- 
get is pinned over the heart of the con- 
demned man, all flve guards take careful 
aim, and at a signal the volley is fired. The 
ordeal is over In a few moments, whereas In 
hanging the suspense and suffering last for 
many minutes." 


CULTURE OF TREES 


IIK first year is probably the most trying 


time for the young tree. It is at this 


period that it requires plenty of moisture and 
good vigorous growth. 
Any shock or check 


to growth invites disease and innumerable 
troubles. All cultivation in the joung orchard 
must bo directed toward the production of a 
healthy, vigorous and well-grown tree. Neg- 
lect and sod will not keep tho young treo 
growing at its best. The grower should use 
judgment In handling his young orchard, for 
it is very easy under our western conditions 
to grow a tree too rapidly. 


This is especially true in tho irrigated 


sections. 
The 
evil effects of forcing 
the 


growth Is noticed 
in large 
brittle limbs, 


which readily break under weight of fruit; 
In the absence of fruit spurs, and In tho In- 
ability of the tree to produce fruit in pro- 
portion to its age. 
Only n study of the In- 


dividual tree can determine the methods to 
use In handling a 
young orchard. 
Some 


growers m.iko tho mistake of allowing their 
trees to bear fruit while too young. 
If trees 


h a v e a tendency to <ln this when they are 
2 to f> \<-,irn <,](!, judicious thinning must be 
practiced. 
A 2-yrar-old applo or pear tree 


should not be allow e-d to hear fruit, while 
an 
or'\nsir>n*41 specimen mav be allowed to 


remain on tho 3 or •) year old tree. 
An ab- 


normal growth Is sometimes directly due to 
heavy pruning whllo the tree Is dormant, 
but in '<.tiic easc=i it may bo a combination 
of condition*, such as excessive watering,

TREATMENT OF ROSES 


T 


UB general idea is that roses don't need 


any treatment in summer, except to cut 


the rose blooms as needed, or let them bud 
and bloom and fall, so far contributing their 
share to our pleasureable enjoyment; 
yes, 


and, of course, weed round them sometimes, 
and if it should be very dry, give them a 
little water, and if they are ever-bloomers, 
expect them to Just go on blooming. Don't 
the catalogues say, when new ones a^e intro- 
duced, they will bloom continuously? 
Why 


do people generally form and hold such 
ideas? Because they have never taken the 
trouble to study the rose. They love roses 
and deservedly give them the first place, but 
they don't know anything about them beyond 
admiring their beauty and enjoying their 
fragrance. 
While the family of roses was 


represented by and confined to those that 
bloomed only once a year, it did not matter 
so long as they were pruned In winter, in 
the south, and in early spring In the north, 
but It Is different with the monthlies, or so- 
called ever-blooming. The question natural- 
ly Is, "Why do you prune roses?" To take 
out all dead and worn-out wood, also such 
blind shoots as are not needed for shaping 
or foliage purposes; also to shorten such 
stems or laterals as have bloomed and have 
from six to twelve, or even twenty, unde- 
veloped buds, as the sap rushes to the ex- 
treme ends of these sprays or stems, leav- 
ing the lower buds undeveloped and giving 
the bush a straggling appearance. 


The roses of1 which I am writing have all 


their blooms on new wood; that Is, wood of 
each new growth. It will be seen, then, that 
If theso stems or laterals are left to them- 
selves they will have a series of new growths 
at each extreme end, leaving the bush un- 
shapely and compelling the sap to travel a 
long distance for no good j^rpose. As there 
are some of the hybrid perpetuals and hybrid 
teas that have their blooms only on the ends 
of long sprays, let them so bloom before be- 
ing cut back. 


In answering why these roses should be 


cut back or pruned everV time they bloom, 
be It monthly or longer, I think I have at once 
taught how to prune, and if this were prop- 
erly attended to, there would be scarcely any 
winter pruning needed. I had perhaps "better 
say that there Is one branch of the rose 
family that should not be pruned in this 


way; that is the Austrian Briar, of which 
the old yellow Harrison Tellow .and Persian 
Yellow are the only ones known among us 
here. 
These bloom only once a year and 


have their blooms on the year-old wood, so 
you see pruning as previously mentioned 
would cut all the bloom wood away. Best let 
them alone, except to take out dead or worn- 
out wood, and thin out a little, if so needed, 


Roses grown for cut-flower purposes re- 


quire special treatment, but I am not writ- 
ing to give Information about cut-flower 
roses. 
I am very desirous that our people 


should learn how to treat roses, especially 
our lady friends, who generally have most 
to do in rose cultivation for the home. Some 
of these prunlngs can be used for making 
young roses.—By William Lomas. 


MULE RAISING 


M 


ULES, much abused and neglected ani- 


mals, are not generally understood hy 


farmers. 
A mule in the first place must be 


of pood stock, not an offspring of somo 
scrubby mare, but a mare with good breed- 
ing qualities. A mule of the mammoth stock 
Is supposed to be the best mule tinder alt 
conditions. 
Mules are cheaper than colts, 


for the service fee is not generally as high. 
Many people make a mistake in working the 
mare too soon after foaling. 
Never work a 


mare under ten days; then she can do light 
work, but the mule must be left In the barn. 
When the mare Is brought In from work 
never allow the mule to suck aa long as 
the mare is warm. 
After a mule Is 2 or 3 


weeks old turn It out In a lot away from the 
mare, especially at night, for a mule Is very 
hard on a mare, much more so than colts. 
When the mule Is about 2 months old h« 
may be allowed to eat a few oats, about a 
pint in the beginning. Increase as he grows 
older, or the same amount of bran along 
with a little hay; alfalfa is preferred. At the 
age of 6 months a mule should be weaned, 
not gradually, but all at once. 
Take It 


away from the .mare and never let it suck 
afterward. 
He should be put by himself or 


tied up. At this time you can give an ear of 
corn at a meal and a snwll amount of hay. 
The mule should be turned out in fair weath- 
er and not left to stand in the stable.
